THE KWANGSi PAMING 


Report by Mr Clementi, 


Mr. C. Olementi, who has’ just returned |. 


from a visit to Kwangsi, whore hoe has 
beon investigating the famine conditions 
on behalf of the Kwangsi Relief Fund 
Committee, mot the Committee and a 
aitmber of tho public at the City Hall-yes- 


terday.afternoon, and explained ta them 
the conditions existing in the provineo. 
His Excellency the Governor occupied the 
chair, and amongat those present wore 
Lady Blake, the Hon. Sir H: S. Borko- 
Joy. Hon. F. . May, and Hon. G. 
Stewart, . 

His fxcellency explained the reasona 
which led to Mr QOlementi's visit to the 
famine stricken province, and said that 
after heshad furnished his report, it would 
beagreed that everything tho Committee 
had done had been entirely justified. (Ap- 
plause.) The Committee had appoaled to 
the different classes of the community— 
first to the Chinese and then to the non- 
Chincse—who owed choir ‘prosperity to 
their dealings with the Chinese people. 
It had appealed also to the altruistic feel- 
ing of chatity which was found equally is 
the East og,in the Weat, and which was 
impelled bys dive feeling of pity and 
4 desire to assuage human avfforing. Those 
who had not subscribed to tho relic of the 
auflering peopo had a porfect right to 
please thes selves, but for those’ who had 
subscribed justification for the appeal. 
which had been wade and which bad met 


es that represontatives of the 
Chinese toimmanity of Singapore were cre- 
dited by “Mr Scott tu have coptribured 
$70,000, and it waa further stated that in a 
report of his he had mentioned that 4 sum 
of $40,000 was the utmost required to re- 
lieve the famine. He had made no such 
statement. He never mentioned $40,000 
as being sufficient ; it was utterly inauffici- 
ent. It would pive him great pain if ow- 
ing to n mixrepresentation of whut he said 
in 8 report carelessly printed in a paper 
anyone should be deterred from subscribing 
monoy to relieve somo of the starving poo- 
ple of Kwanysi.’ The prevailing fanine 
was the result of the failure of three suc- 
cessive harvests. So bad was it in Kwei- 
ping that the authorities could nut afford 
to keep the prisoners in gaol. ‘Fhoas com- 
mitted for minor offences were released, 
und those who were kept confined for 
crimes which merited execution in the 
first instance,” were oxeeuted, and their 
bodies left lying sbout. Abont 1,500 
prisoners convicted of serious offences 
ad been executed at the rate of from 
10 to 100 each day. The bodies Iny on 
the ground aud the people camo and cut 
off the flesh and ate it. ‘If the butcher got 
there first, he touk it all and sold it at o 
profit, Tho lowest estimate of people need- 
ing relief in merely the districts hv had 
isited was +449,0€0, In every single dis- 
trict he visited the local Chinese officials and. 
gentry were deing their best to relieve the 
famine. At the cheap-rice sales so great 
was the crush that. many people were crush- 
ed to death, especially infaits carried on 
their mothers’ backs. In Nanning there 
was cholera, nud further up the river plague 
was reported tu be prevalent. Trade in 
Awangsi was at a standstill, There was ne 
money. Tho otficisls were collecting po 
taxes ; on the other hand, they were doling 
out money; they had “to support 
larger numbers of troops than usual. 
He . honestly did not “think one 
could squeeze another penny out of 
Kwangsi for tho relicf of -Kwangsi itself, 
The relicf would certainly have to go on 
till che end of June, the beginning of noxt 
harvest, always provided that. the next 
harvest was u goud one, What should be 
reckoned for was five weeks’ supply. That 
would wean that 18,200 piculs were needed 
iu Nanning; in Wengsung 10,000. Tf they 
confined themselres to these districts, lear. 
ing out’ Kwaiyon and. Taam. Chan, that 
would mean 28,20 picals, which, caleulated 
at S5.u picul fur cose and freight, cum to 
$141, of. which they might expect. to 
recover $41,000 by sales. Lf they included 
the .uther’ two districts he had mention~ 
ed, the estimated sum required would bo 
$210,750. It had been suggested -aa 
& means of relioving. the distress that 
labour inight be imported here. Up the 
West River, there were thousands willing 
to come. Jn April, the British North 
Bornco Company had sent up an agent 
who brought back. saveral hondreds of 
men, Women, and children for the planta- 
tions in, Borneo, It had. been asserted in 
somo quarters that there was a ‘corner’ 
in rice in Conton, but so far as he could 
sée it was practically impossible that such | 
a ‘corner’ could’ exist. Even aupposing 
there was a ‘corner,’ he concluded, it waa 
absurd to refuse to subseribo to any rolief 
fund. Ifthe starving people in Kwanysi 
were being made the victims of spédulators, 
all the more reason that help should be 
extended to them. (Applause). 

Mr Gershom Stewart said that the 
Committees were endeavouring to keep a 
ateady supply. of rice going forward, and 
in that connection they were indebted to 
Mr Fox, H.B.M.-Congul at Wachow, who 
had been most “kind im receiving and 
forwarding all rico sent up. (Applause), 

Mr Ho Tong suggested that the schéme

To the Ectitor of the ‘Cua Mat.’ 
Honaxonc, May 20, 1903, ‘ 

Sir,—-Aftor reading tho teport. of Dr 
Simpson on the plague epidemics of Hong- 
kong, one is struck with the predominance 
of the rat theary ns to its mode of spread. 

Undoubtedly, 2rts seem to play a vor 
large part in thorpread of plague, but if 
Hongkong is not to be free of the dread 
disenge until all tho rata are dead, then the 
outlock far the stopping of the plague is 
indecd gloomy. 

On watching the daily reports in Hong. 
kong. ome at once notices the large 
proportion of Chinese to Europeans who 
aro struck davn by the disease, and | 
undoubtedly this is largely dua to the 
tnore ssnitary conditions of European 
houses compared with Chinese. 

There is, in my opinion, another reason, 
probably the chief, why Chineso are more 
linbla te the disease then Europeana, and 
that in tho custom which all Asiatic have 
of walking about barefooted.
